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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Schnaibel et al. disclose all of the features and 
limitations as claimed. In Schnaibel et al., the curve (31) represents a meaningful signal from an oxygen sensor (14) located downstream 
of a NOx trap (12').
